AND 

PROPOSED RESPONSE 
TO THE 

FINAL OFFICE ACTION OF JUNE 15, 2006 
The applicant's attorney and the Examiner discussed on Thursday, July 27, 2006, 
our request for a face-to-face discussion between the Examiner and the applicant and 
his attorney. The Examiner asked that a p re-interview statement be furnished by the 
applicant regarding the claims and the prior art and this document constitutes that 
statement. 
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Further, fn response to the final rejection of June 15, 2006, applicant submits 
this argument and rebuttal. No amendment to the claims has been made. At the 
interview with the Examiner applicant will show commercial prototypes of the invention 
illustrating the unique display of colored display segments in the negative mode by the 
use of the specifically positioned fluorescent layer and with a battery powered device, 
in addition the operation of the Arlkawa patent will be fully discussed and the 
distinctions emphasized. 

A major object of the present invention is to provide a color display of "liquid 
crystal display segments" without the use of backlighting or color filters. And as stated 
on page 3 of the specification, lines 14 and 15, "As will be discussed in detail below in 
one mode (the negative) the segments will have a specific color on a black 
background." As clearly specified in claim 1 these are the liquid crystal display 
segments which are sandwiched between a pair of transparent plates. In other words 
they have the capability of representing an unlimited number of characters. 

In complete contrast in Arlkawa the pattern 20 is fixed, for example by priming, 
In the light reflecting surface 18a. Alternatively see Fig. 11 where reels 16 are used to 
change the pattern. Thus to speak of positive and negative operating modes for pattern 
20 is irrelevant since it is fixed and is NOT composed of liquid crystal display segments 
as stated in claim 1. Moreover with respect to the corresponding display segments of 
Arikawa for the coloring of these segments Arlkawa suggests the use of a color filter. 

In conclusion claim 1 distinguishes over Arikawa in structure (no colored display 
segments by die technique of the present invention) and in function ( the color for 
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display segments is provided by a filter). Claim 1 and its dependent claims are therefore 
allowable. 

Other points of distinction may be taken up and any concerns the Examiner may 
have concerning the operation of the subject invention can be addressed in the office 
interview. 

The applicant will be traveling to the USPTO Tor the purpose of this interview 
from his home in Hong Kong, China and believes the importance of his invention 
justifies this effort. Furthermore, applicant's associated patent attorney, Jerry G. 
Wright, will be traveling to this interview from his home in San Francisco, CA. Given the 
travel schedules and other arrangements involved, It is respectfully requested that the 
Examiner set a date and time for an interview as soon as is practical and preferably late 
in the week of August 7 or early in the week of August 14, 2006.
